the Southeastern Vegetable Breeding 
Laboratory, and tested for three years 
in the Southern Regional Watermelon 
Trials. Suitable for long distance ship- 
ment as well as local market and 
home garden. Resistant to anthrac- 
nose and also to fusarium wilt. Ap- 
pearance and size similar to Black 
Diamond. Perhaps slightly smaller. 
We have increased this variety from 
a small amount of seed furnished by 
the USDA, and have a good amount 
ready for planting our 1957 acreage. 
We think the variety will be an im- 
provement and will be widely accept- 
ed.
